VIENTIANE (AP) — The Laotian govern- 
ment announced the fall of Muong Soui to the 
North Vietnamese and Pathet Lao today, but U.S. 
sources said later the airfield a mile north of the 
town was still in government hands. 


The Laotian defence ministry spokesman, Col. 
Thongphanr Knoksy, said the Communist force 
fromthe Plain of Jars launched its attack at dusk 
Monday, and Myong Soui fell at 9 a.m. today. 


The town is 25 miles west of the plain, and the 
13-day-old North Vietnamese offensive appeared to 
be moving unchecked across east-central Laos.

Two avalanches, one 
near Grenoble, France, 
and the other in a sleepy 
Swiss ‘village, have 
claimed an estimated 40 
lives today. 

The avalanche in the 
Maurienne Valley near 


Grenoble poured into a hotel 
and a residence. 

Officials reported they be- 
lieved about 10 persons were 
killed. 

hey said the snow piled 
into a village called Lans-le- 
Villard. It went into the Hotel 
du Grand Signal, as well as 
an old mountain construction 


that has recently been 
renovated. 
Officials said part of the 


hotel was swept down. 


In Reckingen, the avalanche * 


erashed through the Swiss 
Alpine village at dawn and 30 
persons were feared dead. 

Seven bodies were re- 
covered, but 10 hours after 
the slide struck. 23 persons 
were still missing. 

Villagers said there is no 
hope for-those still buried. 

Many of the victims were 
Swiss army officers whose 
barracks were crushed. They 
were attached toa small anti- 
aircraft unit stationed in the 
village. 

More than: 20 persons-were 
dug out alive, but several 
were badly injured and in a 
critical condition. 

Seven houses were razed. 


DESTROYS A CHAPEL 


A second avalanche hit the 
vilage a few hours later, 
destroying a Catholic chapel, 
but no one was in the vicinity 

The only road to the village 
was cut off and rescue 
helicopters were having dif- 
ficulty in landing in driving 
snow. 

Police said those rescued 
were wearing only night 
clothes, mostly suffering from 
various injuries caused when 
more than 30 feet of snow 
submerged the area. 

The village is in Valais 
state. about 20 miles northeast 
of the town of Brig. 

The government of the state 
immediately put its “‘catas- 
trophe plan’’ into operation 
and rescuers with avalanche 
dogs and long probes were 
landed by helicopter from 
Alpine aerodromes. 

One of those rescued was 
the manager of the small 
local airport. A_ helicopter 
flew him to hospital and he 
was reported bably hurt.

unveiled plans to defend 
a third U.S. missile base 
with Safeguard anti-bal- 
listic missiles and to pre- 
pare five other sites for 
possible. later expansion 
of the system. 


The plans lay the ground- 
work for the Nixon adminis- 
tration to build at least two- 
thirds of a $12 billion system 
that some members of Con- 
gress fear yill become even 
more expensive, 

Laird, testifying before the 
Senate armed services com- 
mittee, called it ‘the mini- 
mum we can do and must do” 
to defend against missiles of 
the Soviet Union “and the 
emerging Chinese nuclear 
threat. 

The administration initiated 
the Safeguard system last 
year with defences of two air 
force Minuteman bases at 
Malmstrom Air Force Base in 
Montana and Grand Forks Air 
Force Base in North Dakota 
near the Canadian border.

left. He is John Di Castri, 
perhaps the city’s best-known 
architect, a tall, handsome,

“Change is inevitable,’’ he 
said. ‘Growth is going to take 
place here. The character will 
change as people change: 
We've been here in what you 
might call the pioneering 
stage when people are so busy 
just trying to make a living 
that they haven't time for 
planning ahead. It’s an im- 
portant time in this city’s life 
right now because we're be- 
ginning to be concerned with 
how—?'s developing, how ‘it 
should be. Ideally, of course, 
planning should take place at 
the initial stage. It never 
does. The great cross that 
town planners have to bear is 
that they come too late, that 
they must try to correct 
conditions that already exist." 

“You suggest that this is 
happening now?”’ asked Mrs 
Burchill. 


Good Weather 


“Yes,” Di Castri replied, 
“‘and those characteristics and 
qualities that you spoke of, 
Mrs. Burchill, they're im- 
portant as well. We have the 
weather, the natural, geo- 
graphy. We also have some- 
thing-unique in being on ‘this 
ledge of Canada, this extreme 
end of the continent. It gives 
us great opportunities. We're 
now beginning to think of 
ourselves in relation to the 
Pacific Rim. I think there's a 
lot in this. With imagination 
we can take advantage of it. I 
think we're just beginning to 
grow up. We're, in the ma- 
turing process. And the signs 
are somewhat encouraging.”

REMIER BENNETT ’S PRO- 
posed amendments to the Suc- 


cession Duty Act exhibit a sorry 
lack of foresight that could deprive 


British _Columbians of numerous 
fortunes in works of art or valuable 
real estate. At present bequests’ to 
charitable institutions and ‘Similar 
beneficiaries are free of both federal 


and provincial- levies. .Under=-the— 


proposed provincial law, however, 
only 10 per cent of the total estate 
of the deceased could be left to 
charitable institutions without pay- 
ment of provincial succession duty. 
And even this exemption could 
apply only in the case of institutions 
whose charitable activities were 
carried on wholly within British 
Columbia. 

What constitutes a “charity” 
will be decided by Mr, Bennett, as 
finanee minister._And it is signifi- 

, cant that part of the amendment 
will-be made retroactive to April, 
1968, in order to include the estates 
of persons who have died since then. 

If the proposed Bennett amend- 
ment had been in force at the time 
the McPherson will was probated, 
for instance, only about $400,000 of 
the $4-millions bequest would have 
been exempt from heavy provincial 
succession duties. Many estates 
have few liquid assets with which to 
pay off such levies. The Art Gallery 
of Greater Victoria, for example, 
might hope to benefit in time from 
bequests of some’ hundreds of 
thousands of dollars worth of 
art works. But where art treasures 
comprised the bulk of an. estate, 
potential donors would be deterred 
from leaving extensive bequests to 
the institution since a large amount 
of cash would be needed to settle 
the levies of the province. 

The result could well be that 
valuable art collections would be 
sold to the highest bidders, ending 
any hope of: Victoria being able to 
acquire them. Or alternatively, the 
art collections might be returned to 
the country of origin during the 
lifetime of the owner, and thus lost 
to this city and province. What Mr. 


Bennett is doing, in effect, is to 
guarantee that British Columbia art 
galleries will in all probability lose 
any chance of acquiring valuable 
collections now privately owned 
within the province. Almost every- 
thing of value that the local gallery 
has, has been donated. There is not 
much chance, to put it mildly, that 
Mr;-Bennett,-having chaked. off. the 
flow of the bequests, will start 
providing public funds to take their 
place. 

Only two other. provinces — 
Ontario and Quebec — _ impose 
suecéssion duties. In Canada as a 
whole, federal estate taxes are 
levied — .and these exclude 
charitable donations by gift or 
bequest up to 100 per cent of the 
estate. If Ontario and Quebec, 
charitable donations and gifts to the 
Crown in any amount are exempt 
from tax, although in Quebec this 
exemption does not reduce the rate 
of tax on the balance of the estate. 
British Columbia, then, would be 
alone in imposing a levy which 
would cause —- and in many cases 
force — estates consisting largely of 
art objects to be dispersed outside 
the province. 

The Social Credit government’s 
appetite for cash revenue has few 
bounds. Yet the province would lose 
far more than it could gain through 
Mr. Bennett’s proposed levies. What 
would be the profit, over the years, 
in gaining hundreds of thousands of 
dollars in tax cash and _ losing 
millions in art treasures which 
otherwise would have gone to the 
people? 

When the amendments to the 
Succession Duty Act come up for 
second reading in the Legislature, 
Mr. Bennett-would be wise, from 


both economic and cultural view- 


points, to maintain the present 
exemptions. If he does not, United 


States buyers and bidders from™~ 


other parts of Canada would cer- 
tainly gain, but British Columbia 
would suffer irreparable cultural 
and economic loss—a poor legacy 
with which to cap a career. 


Late for a 12-Mile Limit? 


R. JOHN STEVENSON, A 
legal adviser for the United 
States State Department, is credited 
with the statement that “the time is 
right” for an international treaty 
setting a uniform 12-mile territorial 
limit off every nation’s coast. 
Representatives of his country, he 
said, hope to make the issue one of 
high priority for the United Nations 
General Assembly next fall. 


Mr. Stevenson’s assessment of 
timing may be. correct—and he 
appears to have information indi- 
cating that enough maritime na- 
tions would favor such a decision to 
give it effect. This was not the case 
of the last law-of-the-sea conference 
some years ago when a majority 
approved similar extension of, 
rights, but fell below the required 
percentage to corivert the idea into 
internationally recognized law. 

In. the last decade, however, 
concepts have changed in significant 
particulars. Some of the nations 
which formerly sought extension of 
the three-mile limit to 12 miles— 
either.as an all-inclusive territorial 
sea or as a three-mile territorial sea 
plus another nine miles of ®xclusive 
fisheries jurisdiction—have raised 
their sights. 

Certain South American 
countries have declared—and en- 
forced—their fisheries control over 
waters extending a full 200 miles

In the course of 
presenting Canada’s case for the 
reservation for peaceful purposes of 
the largest possible area of the 
seabed and ocean floor, he stated: 
“Under existing international law a 
coastal state exercises over the 
continental shelf sovereign rights 
for the purpose of exploring it and 
exploiting its natural resources.” 

At the present time Canada is 
still defining the outer lines of its 
declared .12-mile fisheries limits on 
this coast and pressure grows to 
adopt, instead, the boundaries of the 
continental shelf further out to sea. 

The U.S. State Deqartment 
official may be correct in his 
assessment that the “time is right” 
for a 12-mile territorial limit, but he 
might find, on the other hand, that 
the time is past even for -that 
relatively moderate extension. 
Arguments will be presented 
against such restrictions at least as 
far as fisheries jurisdictions off

Rough Water in Wagner's Wake 


TH the incredibly bizarre comment 

that ‘‘this will not affect the Lib- 

erals’ chances in the election,’’ one of its 
leading members delivered the provin- 
; . cial party a crucial 
body blow when he 
walked out in a huff 
over his loss of the 
leadership to some- 
one else. It happened 
one month and a day 
after Robert Bouras- 
sa, a dynamic 36- 
year-old economist 
turned politician, won 
a decisive first ballot 
victory as new head 
of the Quebec Liberals over Claude 
Wagner, a 44-year-old political veteran 
and former justice minister, known as a 


» law and order advocate. 


After weeks of brooding, some of it in 
his home near his Montreal] suburban 
constituency of Verdun and most of it on 
vacation in the sunny south, Mr. Wagner 
finally decided to stick the knife in; the 
victor’s back. 


Ruthlessly Clear 


He did a thorough job of it, making it 
ruthlessly clear that he felt his defeat 
was a defeat of Liberal: principle itself, 
and making only a passing ritual 
reference to his desire to again enjoy 
private life with his family after years in 
politics. 

His exit, and the manner of it, can 
only worsen the plight of the politically 
inexperienced Bourassa, who as new 
opposition leader must face an election 
at almost any moment against the well- 
prepared and mighty political machine of 
Premier—Jean-Jacques Bertrand’s Na- 
tional Union party. 

Although Mr. . Bourassa won 
leadership handily, Mr. Wagner von 
more than half Mr. Bourassa’s nuntber 


of votes at the January Liberal 
convention, represents. a sizable element 
of Quebec society, and is vastly better 
known throughout the province than the 
suddenly-emerged Bourassa, regarded 
as an upstart by party traditionalists. 

Mr. Wagner is especially strong in 
rural areas, where Liberal members of 
the National Assembly are least repre- 
sented and have the most tenuous hold 
on their seats. Liberals can count as 
usual on metropolitan Montreal and 
Quebec City, but their gains have to be 
made elsewhere if they are to overturn 
the National Union. Mr. Wagner's 
departure on a matter of principle could 
be a Libéral disaster, as he could not 
have helped but realize when he made 
his statement to the contrary at the 
close of his press conference announcing 
his resignation. 


Public Soundings 


Explaining his position, Mr. Wagner 
said he’ entered the leadership campaign 
only after a tour of Quebee convinced 
him of the people's desire above all for 
“security and political stability." He 
based his campaign, he said, on the hope 
of responding to these aspirations. “I 
campaigned,” he added, “within the 
framework of the rules and regulations 
of a party which I felt would respect the 
voice of the electorate. The result of my 
efforts is now history.” 


The implication is that the party, by 
choosing Mr. Bourassa, ran against the 
wishes of the people. This is borne out 
by recollection of the bitter attitude of 
Wagnerites at the convention, who were 
convinced that the result was in effect 
rigged by a party establishment which 
stacked the delegations with city and 
business people and technocracy-minded 
university students. 

Mr. Wagner said he deliberated 


whether to stick to ‘his principles or to 
compromise. He made a strange state- 
ment against the latter choice: 

“For some time now, ‘compromise’ 
seems to have become synonymous with 
success in politics. Personally, I continue 
to believe that the population demands 
more from their elected representatives 
and that, consequently, compromise 
must never replace the respect of one’s 
self, whatever the pressures and from 
wherever such pressures come.” 


Withdrew Help 


So he decided to withdraw from 
political life and resign his seat in the 
Assembly, thus depriving his  ex- 
colleagues of a leader who could have at 
least helped keep in the fold a number of 
Liberals suspicious of the party's take- 
over by youth—although there is also a 
“good riddance’’ attitude by some who 
have always sensed an authoritarian 
streak in Mr. Wagner and who will 
detect signs of extremism in his 
denunciation of all compromise. 

The drive by Real Caouette to lure 
Mr. Wagner into the provincial leader- 
ship of his Creditistes, newly expanded 
from federal] into Quebec politics, never 
got anywhere. But Mr. Wagner, in 
announcing his withdrawal from political 
life added the words “for the time 
being,” which must give rise to 
speculation. Mr. Wagner made it clear 
that he.intends to do nothing further to 
quiet any speculation of any kind. But 
his re-emergence into this year’s politi- 
cal scene is most unlikely. 


It all meafs simply that this year’s 
four-party provincial election will be 
more of a free-for-all than ever, with the 
parties suffering from varying degrees 
of dissent and disorganization, and the 
likelihood high of a minority government 
in the province that needs one the least.

Presidents 
Must Lead

N February of 1970, the racial prob- 

‘lem reached a crisis. As. in the 
past, the question was whether to have 
one society or two, but the immediate 
issue was whether to abandon the effort 
to send black and white children to the 
same schools. 

The president ‘stood mute, but 
statements were issued in his name, so 
confusing and so vague as to permit both 
sides to claim his support. 

On the night of July 27, 1967, Sen. 
Robert Kennedy sat in his office talking 
with friends, President Johnson had just 
addressed the nation in the aftermath of 
the Detroit riots. “It's over,"’ said Sen. 
Kennedy, “he’s not going to do anys. 
thing;"’ : 

“What would you do, if you were 
President?”’ challenged a friend. Ken- 
nedy thought for ‘a moment. 

“If I were president,” he began, “I'd 
také advantage of the power of the 
office. Pd call the heads of the three 
television networks. 

“I'd tell them it’s their duty to their 
country to produce a two-hour docu- 
mentary, to be run as soon as possible — 
in prime time — which would show what 
it's like to live in a ghetto. Let them 
show the sound, the feel, the hopeless- 
ness, and what it’s like to think you'll 
never get out. 

‘The President is the only man who 
could get them to produce that show. 
Then I'd ask people to watch it — and 
experience what it means to live in the 
most affluent society in history — 
without hope. Government can't cure all 
the problems, but’ the president isn’t a 
prisoner of events — he can act. And 
he’s the only, man who can.

“Then,"’ Sen. Kennedy continued, “I'd 
collect data on what this means in every 
major city. In New York, ghetto children 
lose between 10 and 20 points on their IQ 
between the fourth and eighth grades —" 
those statistics should be available for 


_ By 


every city. 
“Then I'd call meetings — one.a day, 
if necessary — of people from every 


major city. Maybe there, are 50 such 
cities —, maybe more. I'd find out who 
has the real power, and I'd ask them to 
the White House. 

“T’'d talk to these groups. I'd show 
them the facts — in their city. And I'd 
say, ‘Gentlemen, this- is your problem, 
and only you can solve it. If you don't 
solve it, your city will fall apart in a few 
years, and it will be your fault — and I'll 
say it was your fault!’ 

“They could: figure out their own 
solution, If the problem was schools, let 
them raise the money for schools or 
modernize, or bus the kids, or change 
the zones. I wouldn't care — just do it. If 
it was unemployment, make new jobs. 
They could do it by cutting profits, or by 
tax incentives, or by using government 
programs. But I’d make'it clear that this 
can only be solved in the community — 
and that they had no time to spare.” 

Sen. Kennedy sat back, “It’s no use 
my saying these things — when I do, it's 
a political speech, The president of the 
United States is the only man who has 
the pulpit, he is the only leader we all 
have. If he leads — if he shows that he 
cares — people will give him time. In a 
crisis — and this the worst one since the 
Civil War — his leadership is all we 
have.”

In fact, well-informed officials and) 
diplomats here in London concede that 
even if Nixon were forced by the 
Congress to follow Sen.

European allies would not vote the 
funds to replace them with their own 
troops. 

The reasons for this attitude are 
perfectly plain. The European allies 
seem convinced that the American 
commitment to defend Europe against 
Soviet aggression is sufficient to deter 
the Soviets ‘from attacking Western 


Europe. And even if they are wrong in 
this assumption, they do not believe that 
spending more money to raise more 
European divisions would impress Mos- 
cow or increase their security. 

There is much praise here for the 
efforts of the Nixon Adihinistration. to 
redefine the new political and military 
situation inthe world, and for the candor 
and patience with which the President 
has defined his strategy of limited 
withdrawal.

“While certain sutcesses have been 
registered (in East-West negotiations), 
he told the Congress, “our overall 
relationship with the U.S.S.R. remains 
far from satisfactory.

.influence on the North Vietnamese. . . In 


the Middle East talks, too, we have not 
seen on the Soviet side that practical and 
constructive flexibility which is neces- 
sary for a successful outcome . . . we see 
evidence, moreover, that the Soviet 
Union seeks a position in the area as a 
whole which would make Great-Power 
rivalry more likely.”’

CHIMALTENANGO, Guatemala — Here in the 
highlands, where the household language is Cak- 
chikel, a general practitioner from Kansas is caught 
up in the transition of the Indians to a modern 


society. 


~~CarrottBehrhorst~came th 


years ago intent on giving 
medical care to the Indians. 
He stayed to treat their more 
fundamental problems of nu- 
trition and agriculture. But in 
the cultural exchange between 
Dr. Behrhorst and the 
Cakchikels; he seems to have 
changed more than they 


From his concern with the 
infectious onslaughts of mea- 
sles and whooping cough, 
Behrhorst has moved on to 
what he sees as the pathologi- 
cal consequences of attempt- 
ing to alter a culture. Asked 
to sum ‘up his decade of work 
here, he said: 

“With the Indians, there 
have been very few changes. 
The Indians have not changed 
for centuries.’* Then he added 
a point open to wide dispute, 
“that’s why they have sur- 
vived.”” 

The successful community 
development man, he has 
said, ‘‘can have himself and 
his program accepted and 
understood, and yet not tarn- 
ish too much the cultural 
status of those ‘the wishes to 
serve." 

“Every day a hundred 
times, as I see the great pride 
and dignity of the local 
Indians, I think how these 
traits must be preserved, 
absolutely." Yet, he has said, 
“North American groups, here 
in Guatemala ... demand and 
impose strict patterns of 
behavior on those they are 
supposed to be serving.” 


Earthy Approach 


To meet the “Indians on 
their own terms, Behrhorst 
runs a clinic-hospital with a 
dirt-floor approach to medi- 
cine that is the despair of 
conventional missionary doc- 
tors. There is also some 
feeling that his efforts have 
undercut the government's 
efforts. © 

But he has. received aid 
from such diverse groups as, 


initially, the Lutheran church 


and later the U.S. Agency’ for 
International Development, 
Columbia University’s medi- 
eal school, the Guatemalan 
government, and the J. 
Walter Thompson advertising 
agency. There is even a 
Behrhorst Clinic Foundation, 
Inc. 

Behrhorst’s marriage did 
not survive in the highlands, 
and some of his institutional 
backers are uneasy about his 
living with an Indian woman. 
Behrhorst, 47, came to Gta- 
temala from Winfield, Kan.,

as a Lutheran missionary 
doctor, He learned Spanish 
and earned his license at a 
hospital in Guatemala City. 
He was shocked to learn that 
a nearby area was almost 
totally lacking in medical 
care, 

Chimaltenango is only 30 
miles west of the capital on 
the Pan American Highway; 
but it is the gateway to a 
mountain zone where perhaps 
200,000 Cakchikels and most of 
the country’s other Indians 
live. 

Of Guatemala’s 5.2 million 
people, 60 per cent are Indian. 
But many have left the 
highlands to live in the cities, 
renounce the costumes and 
customs of centuries, learn 
Spanish and become ‘“‘lad- 
inos.”’ 

At the converted adobe 
houses that comprise the 
clinic and-hospital he founded, 
Behrhorst distinguishes neatly 
between latinized Indians and 
the Cakchikels :

Family Can Stay 


“Ladinos will come to the 
clinic, because they like the 
care. But they don’t like the 
hospital. They think it is 
dirty. The Indians like it 
because the family can stay 
with the patient. 

“T had a woman tell me the 
other day, ‘better to go home 
and die than to go to the 
government hospital;’ when I 
told her she needed a gall 
bladder operation. 

“They have wonderful build- 
ings, but they don’t have 
many patients. When a 
patient comes they take his 
clothes off and scrub him and 
bring food on a tray. The 
family has to go home. 

“Here we sleep two or three 
or four in the same bed, with 
maybe a chicken tied up to 
the post. It’s dirty sometimes, 
congested. But that’s the 
Indian culture. 

“Kindness is much more 
important than cleanliness." 

Behrhorst realized at the 
outset that to treat disease 
alone was insufficient. Most 
patients were infected with 
maladies that, in the United 
States, are easily controlled. 
But among the Indians, who 
subsist with very little pro- 
tein, measles or pneumonia 
cause widespread deaths. 

He initiated two programs: 
Indian ‘‘curers’’ were trained 
to administer medicine or 
injections in the villages, 
following rules inculcated by 
the doctor. Fifty-six curers

from 46 villages are now 
working in an attempt to fill 
an otherwise hopeless vacuum 
of medical care. 

A study by a University of 
Kentucky specialist in com- 
munity medicine found the 
unorthodox practitioners to be 
highly competent in carrying 
out their imstructions. With 
this expanded coverage, the 
clinic treats well over 30,000 


- patients annually. 


His second project, an agri- 
cultural extension, aimed to 
introduce fertilizer and in- 
secticides to the marginal and 
weary Indian farmlands. This 
effort has been less success- 
ful. Follow-up studies find few 
farmers using fertilizer. 

The Same University of 
Kentucky expert found that 
the Indians have lived so long 
at the edge of starvation that 
they were unwilling to ‘‘risk’”’ 
introducing a new element 
that might push them below 
the margin. 


Watch That Bible 


Behrhorst is persisting ‘in 
these programs, but increas- 
ingly he confronts the psycho- 
logical problems of the Indian 
in change: 

“They just can’t make the 
transition. Most of the prob- 
lems are among ‘Protestants.’ 
If you see a patient reading 


the Bible, look out. He's,

probably psychosomatic. 

“The majority of the people 
we see with problems are 
people in transition. Why? 
Did they want to change? Did 
they- make the change and 
then get sick? Or was it the 
desire for change that made 
them sick? 

“If the Indian population is 
to be integrated we have to 
have the answers or we may 
have a nation of psycho- 
paths.” 

Behrhorst's bonds to the 
Indians were obvious as he 
made his hospital rounds. He

@ Birth Oontrol: “Our 
family planning clinic has 
been one of the more active 
ones in rural Guatemala, so 
say the local experts of aid, 
but we have just begun to 
really work. We now feel that 
the Indian is much more 
interested in limiting his 
family than we previously 
had thought.” A’ study will 
try to determiné what method 
is preferred. 


@ Reform and Revolution: 
“Violent revolution, “imposed 
land reform, helter-skelter 
breaking up of large farms is 
not the cure, if for no other 
reason than that the Indian 
does not understand nor ac- 
cept violence Che Gue- 
vara did not understand the 
nonviolent .nature of the In- 
dian in Bolivia so he lost his 
life ... the Indian is a 
businessman, and he under- 
stands buying and selling as 
does no other race. He wants 
to buy his land . but he 
needs funds and credit to 
acquire and develop it.”’ 


“The government is able to do 
projects that are not very 
personal, bridges and school 
houses—whether teachers are 
inside is beside the point. 
There are roads here that 
were not before and lots of 
schools.. It’s easy to build 
bridges, but more difficult to 
get social 
government people are Lad- 
ino; people here are Indian.” 
(Ladino embraces any com- 
bination of Indian with people 
of European descent, exclud- 
ing only foreigners). 


@ Protestant Missions: 
“T'yve known church organiza- 
tions that told their doctors, 
‘see patients until 2 in the 
afternoon, then after that, 
evangelize’.” * 

Behrhorst broke early with 
the Lutheran mission. Many 
Protestant groups feel he fails 
to represent the best medical 
practice that the United 
States could offer. Protestant’ 
missionaries, though ubiqui- 
tous, have made only a 
limited impression on Guate- 
mala. It remains largely, if 
nominally, Catholic even in 
the Indian areas. 


Protestant enclaves tend to | 


form a geographic pattern, 
because 50 years ago five 
sects divided up the land in a 
sort of evangelical cartel. 


Seen as Children 


Because of Behrhorst’s 
earthy approach of doctoring, 
he is coming to be known as 
the Albert Schweitzer of Gua- 
temala. He rejects the _,com- 
parison on two counts:

nuclear holocaust may sit over a geological fault in an 
area of the state of Washington with a higtpry of 
earthquakes, according to a U.S. scientific journal. 


The Atomic Energy Commission staunchly denies any 
danger but is quietly building new double-shell storage 
tanks and strengthening the ' plutonium production plants 
at its Hanford works, 180 miles from the Canadian 
border. Hanford is the site where the United States 
produced plutonium during the Second World War. 


At issue is just how vulnerable the plant's 151 
underground storage tanks are to earthquakes._ etn 


The tanks contain more than 80 million gallons of 
high-level radioactive liquid wastes left over from the 
production of plutonium for nuclear weapons. ‘There 
may be as much long-lived radioactivity in a single large 
tank as in all the fallout produced by all weapons tested 
since 1945," says the current issue of, Environment, 
official publication of the -Scientists Institute of Public 
Information in St. Louis. 


“Tt has often been suggested that an enemy attacking 
the United States would aim at least one missile not-at a 
city or any inhabited place but at Hanford, where as 
much radioactivity is stored as would be released by all 
the rest of the attacking missiles.” 


A study of the 600 square-mile site by geologist Fred 
Jones of Spokane suggests a greater potential earthquake 
danger than the AEC admits to. The commission prefers 
the conclusions of a subsequent geological study by Dr. 
Richard Jahns of Stanford University that discount the 
Jones findings. 

i) 


However, even on the basis of the low possibility of 
ground motion to which the AEC subscribes, some of the 
structures on the site are not up to the current 
earthquake-resistant standards set by the commission. 


This was disclosed in a telephone conversation by Dr. 
G. W. Housner, professor of engineering at the California 
Institute of Technology. 


The Hanford Works was built in a hurry during the 
war — it produced the plutonium for the Hiroshima 
bomb. The site was chosen because~of its isolation and 
meagre rainfall. A heavy rain would soak through the 
low-level radioactive wastes, which are buried in trenches 
and could carry the radioactivity off the site. 

Now nearly 25 years later, the AEC apparently has 
become more concerned about the geological formations 
in the area — there are visible faults not seven miles 
from the edge of the reservation. 


Dr. Housner was retained to oversee the geological 
studies and make recommendations on the strength of the 
structures to resist the ground shaking the studies 
indicated might be possible. 


He said his recommendations would cost from 
$500,000 to $1 million for each of the production plants 
alone. ‘‘When that’s done, the Hanford plants will be as 
safe as any new nuclear power plant.” 


Of the 151 underground waste.storage tanks, the two 
most recent are of double-shell construction, and the next 
U.S. budget holds funds for the construction of two more 
double-shell tanks. 

The liquid radioactive wastes are being solidified so 
that if a rupture does occur in a tank they will not spill

The Jones report; commissioned four years ago by 
Douglas-United Nuclear Inc. which operates the Hanford 
reactors for the AEC, says: “Part of an anticlinal 
structure is exposed one mile west of reactors B and C 
(both shut down). The trend of the ‘structure is directly 
toward the plant area, and related faults may or may not 
die out before passing under the plants. Other ' possible 
fault trends through the reactor areas are suggested by 
regional fault-like trends and displacements of the 
Umtanum-Gable Mountain structure.” 

An AEC spokesman in Washington, D.C., said that 
extensive drilling 6n the site had shown no evidence of 
faults—beneath the Harford “wa \waste-stirage 


tanks. 
fy 


The Jones report says further that an east-west fault 
lies only seven miles from the north edge of the reactor 
site. The fault can be traced for over 40 miles. 


“Fresh scars suggest that at least five miles of the 
faults along the graben (depressed portion of the earth's 
crust bounded on at least two sides by faults) ruptured in 
historié#times -probably associated with the Corfu 
earthquake of 1918... 


“Another faylt lies 10 to 11 miles south of the 
separation (fuel-processing) plant sites. and extends 
southeast for a distance of about 70 miles. The recent 
tectonic (earth movement) activity is clearly evident 
along this:system in the Wallula area 45 miles from the 
separation-plant sites .. .” 

The report says the fault systems are zones of 
potential future earthquakes and faulting. Earthquakes 
along these structures would be hazardous to the Hanford 
plant only by ground motion resulting from seismic wave 
propagation, not by a rupture. 

Another fault system, described as the Umtanum- 
Gable Mountain structure, is a potential locus for future 
fault movement due to earthquakes. ‘‘Should the fault 
system extend beneath the plants, any movement would 
be hazardous from the standpoint of both ground dis- 
placement and ground motion,”’ the report says. 

The subsequent study of Dr. Jahns pointedly differed 
with the Jones report about the level of recent 
earthquake activity. “‘No evidence of recent or historic 
ground displacement has been recognized along the trace 
of any fault in the Hanford region’. . .

The AEC spokesman in Washington quoted from a 
written report of Dr. Housner to counter the Jones 
report: “The site has not been subjected to more than 
weak ground shaking during historic times . . . (It is) in 
a region of moderate seismicity verging on minor 
seismicity.”” 


However, the Jahns study concluded: “It - is 
recommended that seismic design of structures within the 
Hanford nuclear facility be compatible with the 


possibility of moderate to moderately strong ground 
shaking from future earthquakes in the Pasco Basin and

of the Canadian Pacific Rail- 
road, and has been deteriorat- 
ing in downtown Winnipeg for 
the last six decades, has been 
given a new lease on life. 
Winnipeg city counci] Mon- 
day accepted an offer from 
James Richardson and Sons 
Ltd., of Winnipeg, to restore 
the venerable locomotive as a 


centennial project, to mark 
Manitoba’s 100th year in 
Confederation. 


City council’s plans to re- 
store the Countess have been 
derailed over the years by 
budget shortages. 


The Richardson firm said it 
would pay all restoration and 
transportation costs for the 
Countess, estimated by Win- 
nipeg engineering department 
at $15,000. 

The locomotive is expected 
tobe transferred to the 
proposed Manitoba Tran s- 
portation Museum, slated for 
construction this spring. 

After toiling in Minnesota 
for about five years, the 
Countess of Dufferin was the 
first locomotive to arrive in 
Winnipeg in 1877. It came by 
Red River barge, to be 
greeted by the then-governor- 
general Lord Dufferin, and 
Lady Dufferin, from whom 
the engine received its name. 

After service in laying the 
western link of the CPR, the 
Countess finished her working 
days in British Columbia, 
shunting in the yards of the 
Columbia River Lumber Co. 

In 1910 she was returned to 
Winnipeg, as a gift from the 
Columbia River Company and 
the CPR, and was set up in 
her present spot, in front of 
the CPR station in downtown 
Winnipeg.

Major Thaw’ 
If Russians 
Divert Rivers 


LONDON (AP) — Soviet plans to divert 
southward three giant Siberian rivers flowing now 
into the Arctic could cause’ climate changes 
throughout the world, a British scientist said 
Monday. 


Mediterranean-type weather could: move 
farther north in Europe while-desert areas-could 
grow in central Asia, said Hubert Lamb, a leading 
expert on climate at Britain’s Meteorological 
Office. 


Work is already reported under way on a 15- 


year scheme to-redirect-the waters-e£ the Pechora, 


Ob’ and Yenisei rivers toward the desert region 
around the Caspian and Aral seas. 


This will deprive the Arctic of perhaps half of 
the fresh water now flowing in, Lamb said in an 
interview. 


“Tt will have the effect of: shifting the world’s 
climatic belts farther north. This could mean 
Mediterranean areas experiencing North African 
conditions and Mediterranean-type weather mov- 
ing farther north into Europe.” 


It is believed the advantages of the scheme to 
the Russians would be enormous—the irrigation of 
some 85,000,000 acres of arid land and the 
drainage of some 150,000,000 acres of swamp. 


But Lamb said the long-term effects could be 
disastrous. zl 


“The Siberian rivers are important for 
maintaining the ice cover in the Arctic Ocean,” he 
explained. “They supply much of the water that 
keeps the top layer of the ocean comparatively 
fresh so that it freezes more easily. If the supply 
was reduced or cut off, there could be large-scale 
melting.” 


Scientific experts believe the Soviets intend to 
dam the Pechora, Ob and Yenisei and then, via 
thousands of, miles of canals, divert the waters 
south to the Caspian and Aral seas. Work on the 
canals is believed to be already started. 


The Caspian, the experts say, has fallen seven 
feet in the last 20 years and the Aral Sea is in 
danger of drying up completely. 


Another theory for the revival of interest in 
the plan is that Soviet shipping along | the 
northeastern sea route is suffering by increasingly 
bad ice conditions, 


Despite the Soviet Union’s powerful fleet of ice 
breakers, freight traffic and the fishing industry 
have been severely handicapped during winter 
months. 


The reduction in ice by cutting off the fresh 
water flow would be a considerable aide to 
navigation along the freezing coastline.

EXPERT ON PULP MILL POLLUTION: 


1 Didn't Know It Couldnt Be Done’

Peter Robinson is a Van- 
couver engineer who says he 
has developed a_ promising 
process which would virtually 
eliminate pulp mill air pollu- 
tion. 

The new chemicals it em- 
ploys would cost more but this 
in turn would be more than 
offset by a higher yield. And 
the 30 million gallons of water 
the average pulp mill gulps 
daily would no longer be 
needed. 


But if the new technique is 
put to work. in. the pulp 
industry, it appears at the 
moment as though it will be 
in Eastern Canada. 


It's not that B.C. mills 
vouldn’t like to hear about it, 
Robinson said today. It's just

Just. what chemicals are 
used in Robinson's process 


are secret. But they aren't the 
sulphides which _ produce 
today’s mill stink. 


He explains that his tech- 
nique takes advantage of the 
50 per cent by weight of water 
found in the wood chips at the 
beginning of the pulp process. 

While today’s mills use vast 
quantities of water in cooking 
the chips into pulp, Robinson 
uses only the water found 
naturally in them. 


He subjects the chips to 
gases which dissolve in the 
natural water content, build- 
ing the pulp liquor right into 
the “chip. 

The chip is left like a 
sponge and the glue holding 
the fibres together can then 
be- pressed out. Much less 
washing (and the huge quanti- 
ties of water) is required.

Grief-Stricken Emperor Destroys 
Porcelain, The Color of the Sky’ 


By SHULLEN SHAW 
TAIPEI (UPI) — They say 
that Ju ware was born 
tragedy. 
Ju is one of China's rarest 
porcelains with a color and 
texture never again matched 


after it was fired eight 
centuries ago. 


Thousands of pieces of Ju 
ware were sh and baked 
by comm: Emperor Hui- 
tsung from 1107 to 1127 A.D. 


But fewer than 50 pieces 
are known to exist today, 23 
of them in Formosa’s Palace 
Museum. 

Two or three pieces of Ju 
ware remain in Communist 
China. The- British_-Museum 
owns three pieces and several 
others are scattered about 
continental Europe. 

But President Chiang Kai- 
shek’s Nationalist Chinese 
island contains the largest 
collection of this superb 
procelain which the Emperor 
Hui-tsung directed be colored 
to resemble the sky -after a 
rain. 

Ju ware was finished with a 
greenish blue glaze, which has 
been described as resembling 
the color of the sky, the color 
of a bird’s egg and even the 
color of cooked lamb's liver. 

One artist placed a Ju bowl 
in a strong light and said, 
“Where the glaze is thick, a 
light green shade can be seen 
and where it is thin, a pink 
tone can be observed.” 

Historic facts to explain 
Ju’s rarity are lost in the 
centuries.

Women of Chile 
Have Deciding Vote 


SANTIAGO, CHILE — It is 
the women of Chile who will 


decide next September's 
presidential election, in the 
opinion of Chile’s leading 


public-opinion analyst. And if 
he is correct, that means 
victory for the conservative 
candidate, Jorge Alessandri 
Rodriquez. 

The conclusions were 
reached by Eduardo Hamuy, 
director of the Publie Opinion 
Centre of the University of 
Chile, on the basis of exten- 
sive poll-taking and vote 
analysis over more than a 
decade. 

The votes of men and 
women are recorded separ- 
ately in Chile and other Latin- 
American countries, enabling 
analysts to discern voting 
patterns according to sex. 

“Chilean women,’”” Hamuy 
said, “tend to yote conserva- 


tively and irratioally. The 
lower the economic group, the 
more the women tend to 
differ from their husbands. 


Women in the upper-income 
brackets are more sophisti- 
cated politically and tend to 
vote more the way their 
husbands do. 

“7 suspect this is true all 
over the world, but in Chile 
we have figures to demon- 
strate it.”’ 

Suffrage ‘was extended to 
Chilean women in a national 
election for the first time in 
1952, As the result of the 
feminine vote, Hamuy said, 
Carlos—thanez—det—Campo, 
former dictator of Chile, was 
elected President 

In 1958, women's votes 
elected Alessandri. If women 
had -not_been permitted to 
vote, the election would have 
gone to Salvado Allende, and 
Chile woul have had the first 
democratically .elected Marx- 
ist government in the. world, 
he said.

MONTREAL (CP) — Mar- 
garet Edwards, a retired spe- 
cialist librarian for young 
adults, says “‘this is the best 
generation of young people 
we've ever had.” 

‘Despite their raucous 
music, sexy dancing and 
drug-taking, they're intelli- 
gent, well-educated and above 
all really interested in social 
problems,’’ she said in an in- 
terview. 

“They're not prejudiced. 
Their concern for the poor is 
genuine and I hope to see 
them completely overturn the 
materialism of our previous 
generation—mine—which was 
almost solely: concerned with 
homes in the suburbs, two 
cars in the garage and isolat- 
ing the riff-raff. 

“The young of today, who 
are more concerned with peo- 
ple than with high salaries, 
will usher in a new day for 
the world.” 

Mrs. Edwards been 
closely associated with young 
people for 46 years. After 30

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Young Gardeners Rate Column — 


By HELDA BEASTALL 


The number of young people ‘seeking information on 
gardens is so encouraging that I feel they rate a whole 


column. Their success will depend in direct 


their interest as maintained 


gardeners and we want to encourage them 


to go ahead with a beginning. 


First I would say don’t wait until the 


whole area to be cultivated is 
growth. Good soil, suitable 


ornamental and vegetable plants, will also 


grow good weeds. 


If weed growth is now strong ‘and 
healthy, dig them out by the roots, for the 
largest in growth will have perennial roots ~ 


which must be removed. 


All the material you clear from your 


proportion to 
by us older ‘ - 


free of weed 
for growing 


permanently for vegetables, use it for. this first season if itis | 
sunny and open. Break up the soil with a garden fork, or if a 
larger area, use a rented rototiller. Don’t go too deep the 
first year for vegetables. 

Plan on adding a few permanent food plants—&a root of 
rhubarb, a dozen raspberry canes, some chives. 

The earliest seed sowing, when you have raked a level 
area and the soil has lost some of its winter moisture, can be 
selected from this list. 

Dwarf early (smooth-seeded) peas; swiss chard; parsnips 
(Only if soil is naturally deep); broad beans (two dozen seed 
unless you are familiar with them); a few onion; a pinch of 
Early Evergreen lettuce; and a pinch of an early summer 
cabbage for later transplanting further apart. 

Now this may not sound too exciting for young ambitious 
gardeners, but these are all plants which will take cool soils 
and cool air temperatures. They will be rather slow at first, | 


ground can be made into a flat-topped heap, four by six feet 
to start. Leave some soil on the roots, add laysers of old 
newspaper sprinkled with soil as you proceed, and keep the 
heap well dampened. This is the beginning of a compost heap. 


So label each group and keep them free of weed seedlings as 


they also begin to grow. 


Warm weather vegetables like tomatoes, beans, corn, 
cucumbers cannot be planted until May. 


All plant parts can go-into it, and by late summer you 
will have lovely brown humusy soil for use in every planting

One great difference be- 
tween the early settlement of 
Canada and the U.S.A. was 
that the French came to 
North America to make some 
fast money and then return 
home: the English came to 
stay and their population grew 
quickly, 

France entrusted the devel- 
opment of Canada to private 
enterprise and the Company 
of New France (also called 
Company of 100 Associates) 
was formed by Cardinal Rich- 
elieu in 1627. The shareholders 
were given a monopoly of the 
fur trade and undertook to 
establish 400 settlers in New 
France and Acadia, as well as 
pay costs of administration 
and support the work cf the 
church, The settlers had to be 
Frenchmen and Roman Catho- 
lics. , Protestants were not 
allowed to emigrate. 

The company always had 
rough times and was reorgan- 
ized several times. It was 
suspected that the fur trade 
was being milked by crooks so 
a lawyer, Dumesnil, was sent 
| to Quebec in 1659 to investi- 
| gate. The crooks. tried to 
scare him off by killing his 
son in a street fight. Later 
two men raided Dumesnil's 
home, bound and gagged him, 
and carried off the incriminat- 
ing evidence that he had 
collected. 

The company's charter was 
finallly revoked on February 
24, 1663, and the remaining 
shareholders were forced to 
surrender their rights to the 
king without any compensa- 
tion. 

The company had failed to 
bring settlers to Canada. In 
1663 the population was only 
2,500. However Louis XIV and 
his minister Colbert still be-

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‘MPs Should 
Be Policed . 
For Conflict’ 


By DAVE McINTOSH 

OTTAWA (CP) — A govern- 
ment-commissioned confidential 
report recommends that special 
boards or committees police 
eabinet ministers, other MPs, 
Senators and public servants for 
any financial conflict of inter- 
est. 

The report, prepared by Prof. 
Jeremy S, Williams of the Uni- 
versity of Alberta for Donald 
Macdonald, government House 
leader, says sworn disclosure of 
financial interests and property 
holdings should be made at reg- 
ular intervals by cabinet minis- 
ters and their assistants, MPs 
and senators, senior civil ser- 
vants and contractors doing 
business with the government. 

Prof. Williams recommends 
that in the case of civil servants 
and contractors, the disclosures 
be made privately to a govern- 
ment board, possibly the treas- 
ury board. 

Members of the cabinet, Com- 
mons and Senate would make 
their disclosures, also in pri- 
vate, to special Commons and 
Senate committees established 
for the purpose. 

The board and committees 
would be given power to dismiss 
a person in flagrant cases of 
conflict of interest, abrogate a 
contract or confiscate profits 
and property. 

TOUGHER THAN EXPECTED 

The recommendations are 
considered far tougher than 
anything the government, or 
any MP, had in mind since seri- 
ous discussion of the conflict-of- 
interest problem arose about 
two years ago. 

Prime Minister Trudeau has 
called for constructive sugges- 
tions concerning the problem. 

Stanley Knowles, NDP MP for 
Winnipeg North Centre, is spon- 
soring a bill which would re- 
quire MPs and Senators to de- 
clare annually and publicly fi- 
nane¢lal interests beyond their 
parliamentary pay and allow- 
ances. 

Prof, Williams says in his re- 
port that no cabinet minister, 
MP, senator or civil servant 
should:

Coimselfor Named | 


To Give Indians’ 
Legal Assistance 


An Indian counsellor-in-training to assist Indian persons 
in conflict with the law has been appointed by the John 
Howard Society of Vancouver Island. 

He is John Joe, 25, a member of the Kuper Island Band 
now resident of the Songhees Reserve in Esquimalt. 

The project, sponsored by the society, is supported by the 
First Citizen's Fund of British Columbia with assistance from 
the federal Indian Affairs Department. 

Michael Bennett, executive-director of the society, 
explained Monday that the project was designed to operate on 
three levels to help persons in trouble with the law. 

The counsellor will attend courts in the Greater Victoria 
area to make sure Indian people charged with offences are 
aware of their situation, their rights under law, and what 
assistance is available to them. 

Joe will also work in prisons to help convicted persons 
build up their resources to make the transition from prison to 
the outside easier, and will help in the community so persons 
n difficulty have someone to turn to. 

Bennett said it is important for the Indian people to have 
someone of their own background to assist them. 

The project was initiated two years ago after a survey by 
the Society revealed that-15 per cent of the total prison 
population in the four major penal institutions on. the island 
were convicted Indians. The population of the island is only 
two per cent Indian. 

A study and selection committee under the direction of 
chairman H. B. Dick of the Songhees Reserve worked out the 
plan.

Q. I arrived in Canada in 
April last year and I am told 
that I have to pro-rate my 
$100 standard deduction for 
medical fees and charitable 
donations when filing my 
income tax return. What does _ 
this mean? 


A. As explained in the guide 
which accompanies your tax 
return, if you become subject 
to Canadian income tax for 
the first time in April, you 
need report only the income 
you earned after you arrived 
in Canada. On the other hand 
you are not entitled to claim 
personal exemptions and the 
standard deduction for the full 
year, either. For exampie, if 
you arrived in Canada on 
April 15 you would have 
resided here for 260 of the 365 
days last year and would be 
entitled to claim a standard 
deduction of 260-365 of $100 or 
$71.20 instead of $100. Your 
personal exemptions must be 
reduced in the same way.

Satellite Plan 
Cuts Phone Rates 


OTTAWA (CP) A two- 
satellite system that would 
reduce long-distance telephone 
rates is being discussed, a 
spokesman in Communica- 
tions Minister Eric Kiernan's 
office said today. 

A single domestic space 
communications satellite is to 
be orbited in 1972 by Telesat 
Corp., in which the govern- 
ment, the public and common 
carriers are associated. 

The single satellite was 
planned as an alternate to the 
present microwave system. 
which would continue to carry 
the bulk of telephone calls. A 
second satellite would provide 
the reliability and circuits to 
carry a heavy load of long- 
distance calls. 

“The exciting possibility is 
a flat telephone rate for long-

The spokesman said the

‘MPs Should

OTTAWA (CP) — A govern-| 


ment-commissioned confidential 
report recommends that special! 
boards or committees police 
cabinet ministers, other MPs, 
Senators and public servants for 
any financial conflict of inter- 
est. 


The report, prepared by Prof. 
Jeremy S. Williams of the Uni- 
versity of Alberta for Donald) 
Macdonald, government. House 
leader, says sworn disclosure of | 
financial interests and property 
holdings should be made-at reg- 
ular i , cabinet’ trinis- 
ters and their assistants, *Ps| 
and senators, senior civil ser- 
vants and cortractors doing | 
business with the government. 

Prof. Williams recommends 
that in the case of civil servants 
and contractors, the disclosures 
be made privately to a govern-| 
ment board, possibly the treas-| 
ury board. 

Members of the cabinet, Com- 
mons and Senate would make| 
their disclosures, also in pri- 
vate, to special Commons and| 
Senate committees established 
for the purpose. 


The board and committees 
would be given power to. dismiss 
@ person in flagrant cases of 
conflict of interest, abrogate a 
contract or confiscate profits! 
and property. 

TOUGHER THAN EXPECTED 

The recommendations are 
considered far tougher than 
anything the government, or 
any MP, had in mind since seri-| 
ous discussion of the conflict-of-| 
interest problem arose about/ 
two years ago.

Halfway through my holiday, my husband 
came home to find me still working at the sewing- 


machine. 


“I wish,” he said wistfully as he peered over 


my shoulder, 


“that you’d run some of that stuff 


around the sleeves of my nicé*old raincoat.” 

I snorted in derision. Nice old raincoat, indeed. 
It had worn out years ago. But, then, since he did 
insist in keeping — and wearing — it... 

But first I should explain, 


When my husband came in 
I -was finishing off a dress 
that had no facings — not 
one! 


Instead of using facings, I 
was edging the neckline and 
sleeves with a marvelous new 
stretch tape that stretches to 
fit any-curve.

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Grief-Stricken Emperor Destroys 
Porcelain, ‘The Color of the Sky’ 


By SHULLEN SHAW 


TAIPEI (UPI) — They say 
that Ju ware was born in 
tragedy. 

Ju is one of China's rarest 
porcelains with a color and 
texture never again matched 
after it was fired eight 
centuries ago. 

Thousands of pieces of Ju 
ware were shaped and baked 


* by command of Emperor Hui- 


tsung from 1107 to 1127 A.D. 


But fewer than 50 pieces 
are known to exist today, 23 
of them in Formosa’s Palace 
Museum. 


Two or three pieces of Ju 
ware remain in Communist 
China. The British Museum 
owns three pieces and several 
others are scattered about 
continental Europe. 

But President Chiang Kai- 
shek’'s Nationalist Chinese 
island contains the largest 
collection of this superd 
procelain which the Emperor 
Hui-tsung directed be .colored 
to resemble the sky after a 
rain. 


Ju ware was finished with a 
greenish blue glaze, which has 
been described as resembling 
the color of the sky, the color 
of a bird’s egg and even the 
color of cooked lamb’s liver. 

One artist placed a Ju bowl 
in a strong light and said, 
“‘Where the glaze is thick, a 
light green shade can be seen 
and where it is thin, a pink 
tone can be observed.” 

Historic facts to explain 
Ju’s rarity are lest in the 
centuries.
